Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  36th  Annual  Report  on  the 
Welfare  of  Eainford  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1966. 

I  am  most  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  community  has 
been  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  has  snown  an  increase  being  21.2  per 
thousand  population  compared  with  19.1  for  the  previous  year.  This  is 
in  excess  of  the  rate  for  England  and  1'aies  (17.7).  There  were  155 
births  compared  with  134  in  1S65. 

There  were  72  deaths  from  various  causes  giving  a  rate  per  thousand 
of  the  population  of  14.7.

There  were  2  infant  deaths  during  the  year  giving  an  infant  mortality 
rate  of  12.9  per  thousand  live  births.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
being  19.0.  There  were  no  stillbirths  notified.  Two  raternal  deaths 
occurred  during  the  year,  the  first  reported  since  1948. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no  cases  notified  of 
Diphtheria,  Poliomyelitis  or  Tuberculosis.
